Schedule to the Customs TarilT Act, 1975 (51 of 1975), originating in, or c,\poried from. People’s Republic of China, ihe 
designated authority vide its preliminary findings, published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, Section 1. dated 
the 7th September, 2001, had come to the conclusion that — 

(a) Trimethoprim, onginating in, or exported from, People's Republic of Cliina had been exported to India below 
nonual value, rc.sulbng in dumping; 

(b) the domestic industry had suirercd injury; 

(c) the injury had been caused by the imports from People’s Republic of China ; 

And whereas on the basis of the aforesaid findings of the designated authonty, the Central Government had 
imposed an anti-dumpmg duty vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Revenue), No, 3/2()02-Ciistoms, dated the 9th Januaiy, 2002, [GSR, 15 (E), dated the 9tli January, 20021, published in Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-section ( 1 ) of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, dated the 9lh January, 2(K)2, 

And whereas the designated authority, vide its final findings published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinan', 
Parti, Section 1,dated the 15 th July, 2002 has come to the conclusion that— 

(a) Trimethoprim, originating in. or exported from, People’s Republic of China has been exported to India below 
normal r'aluc, resulting in dumping, 

(b) the domestic industry has suffered material injury.
